The fish rests and swims on its 
side, and though it is not as agile 
and ‘swift. as a normal trout, it is 
able to get about with fair facility. 
Although the: second head of the 
trout is not used by the fish for eat- 
ing, it has eyes and breathes nor- 
mally. 

Attendants feed the. fish on small 
crippled fry and because it is taking 
life so easy—no. competition at meal 
times—it's-getting fat, ;
